IrXlie census act was approved April 7th and became operative immediately after 
^[g Improved by the governor. Steps were at once taken to organize the census 
iaia. 4fuartei3 being secured in the new state capitol upon the adjoumrocnt 
£e legislature. The limited time in which to arrange the preliminary work and 
^t! piovinoas for taking the census involved a vast amount of labor. The pol- 
' s adopted of conferring and aeting in conjunction with the membera of the 
_■■ .tare in the division of the state into enumeration districts, and the endorae- 
■to of the members of the legislature were relied upon, with those of other citi- 
'^ in the selection of the euurLjeratora. The senators and representatives proved 
'Rat Aesistance to the census bureau, cheerfully co-operating in the census work, 
ir knovled^e of local conditions was many times of great value and saved the 
-u much time, labor and cTOcnse. Chairmen of county political oreaniaations 
I prominent in local affairs were also consulted and their endorsements

[ The state was divided into 1,870 districts. For the cities of St. Paul, iifin- 
' polls and Duluth and the counties in which they are located local supervisors 
B appointed who had personal supervision of the census work in the city and 
l\y aedgned them, and the thorough manner in which the census work in those 
ja ftod counties was looked after more than justified the extra expense involved. 
B_ work of the census bureau in those cities was supplemented by the public 
'in cxHnmittees of the commercial clubs and other business organizations, and 
« commercial bodies entered heartily into the work and greatlv aided the local 
It^sotS. In St. Paul through the interests and efforfa of tne public affairs 
mittee the sum of $3,216.95 was r^sed and paid out in cquippmg the office 
he^ local supervisor with an efficient clerical force, special enumeratore, etc., 
i in the city of Minneapolis the public affairs committee of the commercial 
. i»ised the siun of $3,469 S5 for a similar purpose. The business men of these 
n realised that the census bureau would use every endeavor to secure a thorough 
~"t, but could not for lack of funds go into the expense of a thorough check of 
^k of the state enumerators. The proposition to appoint special supervisors 
e ciUee met with a hearty response and secured the confidence of the public- 

)d <atizcns. The press of the two cities took up the matter of census publicity 

1 aidei Very largely in securing a reasonably thoroueh census. In the city of 

^'*tb, Uie enumeration not being on so large a scale, there was not the necessity 

E escpen^ture of so much money, and the local supervisor reported that ths

The result of the work of the local supervisors was more than gratifying. 
When the final returns were made to the state census bureau the count was never 
questioned or challenged and not an addition or change of any importance was made 
in the schedules after they were filed. In 1895 portions of St. Paul and Minneapo- 
lis had to be retaken by special enumerators, and in the city of St. Paul a special 
citizens' committee was appointed to check in the state census bureau the work 
of the state enumerators. 

Belated Returns. 

The final returns for the city of St. Paul were delayed several weeks in the 
taking of the present census owing to very imperfect work in several enumeration 
districts. There was a request made for a final check with the city directory after 
the same had been issued and it was deemed just and proper that the check should 
be granted to avoid any dispute or discredit when the census bureau should an- 
nounce the official returns. The request could have been denied and the letter of 
the law lived up to, but the spirit and business intent of the law were considercKl 
more within the bounds of equity. The withholding of the final returns until so 
late a date evoked some criticism, but it was far better to permit the directory check 
than to face a possible demand for a recount which is so often a very expensive 
feature of a state or federal census. The office of the St. Paul supervisor was in 
the state census bureau and was practically a part of said bureau. The schedules 
were at all times imder the immediate supervision of the census bureau. 

Eniuneration Districts and Field Work. 

The census is required to be taken in the month of June, only thirty days being 
allowed for the work, and under favorable conditions of weather and physical con- 
ditions of territory to be canvassed enumerators can very easily complete their 
work in that time. The enumeration districts for the present census were as a 
rule small enough to permit of a thorough canvass in a week to ten days, and in cer- 
tain districts the enumerators did finish their work in less than a week, but the 
records show that less than 200 enumerators completed their work the first week 
and less than 700 of the districts wore completed in the second week of the canvass. 
There were a little less than 900 districts, not quite half of all the enumeration 
districts, completed within the two- weeks' period. This was for work outside of 
the large cities where there was constant checking of the districts until the last 
minute. In most counties every township was made an enumeration district 
and many incorporated villages and small cities were made a district. In imor- 
ganized territory enumerators were given no more territory than it was thought 
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they could cover within at least twenty days of active canvtuss. While thc^ din- 
tricting of the state into small districts involved sonic* (»xtra (*x|)eMS(^ it prnvcMi 
a wise procedure. The month of June was umisually wet and th(» coiidit ion of tlie 
roads was ver>' poor, especially so in the northern part of th(» state, wlu?n; it was 
almost impossible for many of the eiunnerators to proceed with their work and 
make any headway at all. Because of swollen streams, overflowed laud and im- 
passable roads the expense of the enumeration was sevenil thousand dollars mon? 
than it would have been had the weath(»r been favorable. Out of tin* 1 ,S7() dis- 
tricts there were 471 districts where it was necessary to pay (^luimcrators a imt 
diem compensation, in most eases the maxinumi allowed by law, $^i prr day, \u'.iuf^ 
allowed, but even with this comtHmsation it was hard to s(*<;un! enumi-rat-ors for 
many northern districts. In Aitkin county twenty-thnM; out of thi^ twonty-iive 
districts were per diem districts and enumerators were j)aid l)y the day. In Meeker 
county fifteen out of the twenty-five; licit rami county, thirty-one, out of thirty- 
eight; Carlton county, six out of twelve; Cass county, sciventeen out of nineteen; 
Crow Wing county, thirty out of thirty-five; Hubbard county, twelve out of six- 
teen; Itasca county, forty-two out of forty-fiv<*; Kittson county, ('i^htec;!! out of 
twenty-three; Marshall county, thirtv-three out of thirt,y-ninc*; Nonnan county, 
sixteen out of thirtv; P*ine countv, sixteen out of twentv-one: Hed I.ak(! count-v, 
eighteen out of twenty-three; Roseau county twenty-two out of twenty-five; 
St. Louis county, (outside city of Duluth) eighteen out of forty-one; Wilkin county, 
axteen out of twenty-one; Clearwater county, sixte('n out of eighteen districits. 
In many other counties tht^re were several per diem districts and there were thir- 
ty-eight combination districts in the state whc-re enumc-nitors were; partly paid 
on a per diem and a per capita l)asis of settlement. In several old-set 1 1«:/J eoun- 
ties where usually the roads and general ccmditions an; gfK>d, einnnc?ratorM were 
paid by the day and had to be to secure th<' work. In other plaees br:eaij.s<! 
of road* conditions and tojKigraphy of territciry being such as to necressitat*: extra 
travel, and expenses incident thereto, enumerators wen; paid extra. 

The law permitted the superintendent of census to \)ixy from 82 to §.'{ per r|;iy 
where conditions were .such that a per capita compensation would not f>e .huffieiefit. 
In making settlement with per diern enuineratrjrs the een.'^us bureau endeavored 
to exercise due judgment and considenition. beifi^ a-s liberal as the orovi.-ion.n of 
the law and govemiuK conditions wrmld f^eprjiit. but I am frank tri ;idrnit that the 
census bureau was oblijred to make many settlem'-nt- with enumerator.-, oti a bahih 
that the average business man would conrjider inarle<jii;it*; \'i,r -ervieew render<-#J. 
A verj' loyal spirit was .shown bv m<^»?!t of th" enumerator--, and t/iany p<rtorf/ie'l 
their work more from the •?Tand|>'jinr oi loeal pride and a r]i|ty to their di-Jriet 
and the state and not for the .small comji'msation they received.

Indians and Indian Reservations. 

The census act provided that "No enumeration of Indians not entitled to the 
right of suffrage under the constitution and the laws of the state shall be included 
in this census." It appeared that all Indians entitled to the right of suffrage should 
be enumerated. The state constitution provides that "Persons of mixed white 
and Indian blood who have adopted the customs and habits of civilization" and 
"persons of Indian blood residing in this state who have adopted the language, 
customs and habits of civilization, after an examination before any district court of 
the statC; in such manner as shall be provided by law, and shall have been pro- 
nounced by said court capable of enjoying the rights of citizenship within the 
state" shall be entitled to the right of suffrage. The constitutional provisions 
are clear enough, but the Minnesota Indian has become through the processes of 
treaties, settlement and civilization more or less of an unknown quantity, and the 
term "citizenship" as applied to Indians has become, seemingly by common con- 
sent, quite broad and liberal. Minnesota Indians have practically lost their tribal 
status which has gradually disappeared before the march of empire. The Indian 
has been "reservationed" into innocuous desuetude and is rapidly becoming very 
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, _jiiiniahed as regards his permameiit place of abode, though in Dumbera

It has been hard to determine where the right of Indian suffrage begins and 
wbare it ends, and the census bureau has given the enumeration of the Reservation 
'Indiana forwhat it may be worth. The enumeration of the Red Lake Indians shows 
' J^7 and they have been included in the population returns for Beltrami county. 
It ima found a hard matter to make a separation of the Indians in many places 
tod accredit them to the counties In which the Reservations are located. This 
j^ould not be done without a field enumeration and it was impossible for the census 
'btanau to secure the same, because of the expense and also because of the fact 
WMt so many of the Indians, while having their allotments, congregate on the bor- 
' den of lakes and streams, or in Uttle villages near the agencies or sub^agencisB, 
' ^^ Also because of the fact that most of the Indians are nomadic in their balnts, 
'^^ place of residence varying according to the seasons. 

Major Hcott, at my request, furnished the census bureau a veiy close estiinate

■III. Mr. D. G. Lightboum of Ada, who had taken an interest in the 

, immissionetl to go to Whit« Earti Reservation and endeavor from 

^^cDrds to secure the desired data. Mr. Simon Michelet, the agent, at that R( 
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vation, accorded Mr. Liehtboum every courtesy, and through the efforts of Romaine 
Perrault, the chief clerk at the agency, a correct separation of all the Indians at 
the Reservation was secured. The records show that there are 430 Mille Lacs Lake 
Indians from Mille Lacs county, and 105 from Kanabec county on the Reservation. 

It was impossible to secure any separation of the Indians at Boise Fort Reser- 
vation, which includes the Nett Lake and Vennillion Lake Reservation Indians. 

These Indians are located in Itasca and St. Louis counties. Neither was it 
possible to secure any separation of the Fond du Lac Reservation Indians locat^ 
m Carlton and St. Louis countiesr The number of Indians not directly accredited 
to counties is as follows:

Enumeration of White Inhabitants on White Earth Reservation. 

A special enumeration of the white inhabitants on certain portions of the Whjte 
Earth Keservation was made, as the white population in certain places seemed to 
warrant this enumeration. The enumeration was made in eleven townships in Nor- 
inan county, including the incorporated village of Mahnomen. Four townships 
in Becker county on the same reservation were also enumerated. The total white 
population enumerated on the reservation in Norman county amounted to 669 
inhabitants and in Becker county 286. There were several other localities on the 
reservation containing white inhabitants, but they were so remote and isolated 
that it was not deemed best to make the enumeration. Indian Reservations^are not, 
strictly speaking, a part of the civil divisions of the state, but their rapid settle- 
ment oy the ever present white man calls for the services of the census enumera- 
tor, as a white settler on an Indian reservation is just as much a factor in the set- 
tlement and development of the state as his white brothers residing elsewhere.

Work of the Enumerators. 

The work of the enumerators was, all things considered, as satisfactory as could 
be expected. The division of the state into nearly 2,000 districts, organization of 
the census bureau for the work, and the selection and appointment of the enum- 
erators and supplying them with their census portfolios oy the first day of June, 
and this within six weeks' time, necessitated considerable detail work, but this 
the census burea,u did with a force of five clerks. After' the work of enumeration 
began four additional clerks were added to assist in checking and filing the returns. 
Despite all precautions and constant instructions to enumerators there was con- 
siderable incomplete work which necessitated special investigation, and in a few 
instances the work of the enumerators had to be done over. While most of the 
errors were of minor importance they made the data so incomplete and indefinite 
that the work had to be corrected. It was never expected that all of the work 
of the enumerators would be of such a nature as to need no correction. Enumer- 
ators made weekly reports of their work to the census bureau, sending their com- 
pleted population schedules each week. In this way the bureau could hastily 
check over their work and detect the most important errors. This system saved 
a lot of very incomplete and imperfect work, and yet results were not as satisfactory 
as could be desired, but it is impossible to expect satisfactory results in an attempt 
to deal directly with such a large force of enumerators scattered aU over the state, 
many of whom could not be reached by mail for several days, and were not within 
reach of the telephone or telegraph. 

Because of the wide extent of territory enumerated in Itasca county and the 
wild and sparsely settled condition of much of that county the census bureau 
experienced considerable trouble in securing proper returns from some parts of 
that county, despite the valuable assistance of Hon. D. M. Gunn and County At- 
torney Geo. H. Spear at Grand Rapids, and C. W. Stanton at International Falls. 
It was necessary to send a special agent twice to that county to secure enumera- 
tors in certain districts and get track of other enumerators who caused the bureau

duties of superintendent for the fifth decennial census of the state. The character 
of the work is such that it would seem to me to be a wise departure by some future 
legislature to enact the census law two years in advance of the taking of the cen- 
sus and at the same time designate the superintendent of census or provide in 
some manner for his appointment at a time which would give him at least six 
months to make all necessary arrangements for taking the census. The state 
population in another ten years will mean more of a task than ever in taking 
the census. It may be that before another decade a permanent statistical and 
development bureau will be created by the legislating, and in such an event pro- 
visions could be made in the law creating such a bureau for authorizing the 
superintendent of the bureau to have charge of all census work. To further 
follow in old beaten paths would seem to be folly. If a census is worth any- 
thing to the state it is worth taking well and making all proper provisions for 
the same and have some of the features more or less permanent. This would 
not call for any additional expense, as the superintendent of a state statistical bu- 
reau could so systematize his office as to have everything in readiness for a census 
when it was necessary to take the same. 

I am under obligations as superintendent of the census to many public spirited 
citizens of high and low estate who have aided in many ways the work of 
taking the present census, and I am keenly mindful of the courtesies of the news- 
paper fraternity for the publicity of, and creating an interest in, the census.

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POPULATION. 



The population of Minnesota as of date June 1st, 1905, is 1,979,912, an in- 
crease of 228,518 in the past five years, or 13 per cent, and an increase of 405,293 
during the decade from 1895 to 1905, or a growth of 25.7 per cent. The increase 
in the popidation of the state for the past five years exceeds by 51,743 the increase 
in the population of the state from 1895 to 1900. The total white population is 
1,963,658, while the Indian population for the entire state, including all Reserva- 
tions and scattering bands ana settlements of Indians in all parts of the state is 
10,920. The number of negroes in the state is 5,113, an increase of 4,702 in the 
last forty years. According to the federal census of 1860 there were 259 **free col- 
ored" persons, and by 1865 this number had been increased to 411. There are 
171 Chmese and 50 Japanese in the state. According to sex, the population tables 
show 1,060,412 males and 909,275 females, the males outnumbering the females 
by 151,137. The totals are exclusive of Indians on Reservations.

^ilil-v crpunty bad a population of nearly 4,000 in 1860 and eajoyed a steadjn^ 
growth to ItlOO, reaching a population of nearly 17,000, but in the next five yearsil 
uxt over 500 fwpulation. Fillmore county was an early settled county and in T 
ISOO had 13,542 people, It more than doubled in population bv 1875, thoa ib 1 
dlowed a decrease from 1875 to 1880 and lost nearly 1.500 from lS80 to 1885 (md i 
declined to 25,9S6 in 1390, gained over 2,600 iii the next five years. This i 
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maximum, for it lost a few from 1895 to 1900 and over a thousand the last five 
years. Blue Earth county is another county which was well under way for set- 
tlement in 1860, having nearly 5,000 inhabitants at that time. It very nearly 
doubled its population by 1865 and made as good a gain in the next five years 
and reached over 32,000 by 1895 It lost a few in the next five years ana the 
decrease in the last five years was over a thousand. The conditions in Murray 
county are different, because that county did not begin to be settled to any extent 
until 1885: when its population did not reach 5,000 and ten years later it had only 
9,322 and went to nearly 12,000 in 1900 and has since decreased. 

Houston coimty had 10,000 inhabitants in 1865 and decreased from 1875 to 
1880. In 1875 it had a population of 16,566 and steadily declined to 14,653 in 
1890 and then increased nearly a thousand in the next five years, made a slight 
decrease from 1895 to 1900 and lost 308 in the last five years. Faribault coun£y 
started in 1865 with nearly 5,000 and doubled its population in the next five years, 
made a steady growth to 22,055 in 1900 and decreased 1,Q07 in the last five years. 
McLeod county as stated was ten years behind the old-settled counties of the state 
and had nearly 6,000 in 1870, made a good growth to 1900 when it had 19,595 
and lost in the last five years almost 300. 

Dodge county was one of the counties which was settled early and had nearly 
4,000 in 1860, doubled to 1870 and in the next ten years went to 11,344. It de- 
creased nearly a thousand to 1885, and made an increase of a few hundred in the 
following five years, gained nearly 2,000 from 1890 to 1895, made a still further gain 
of about 700 in the next five years and showed a decrease of nearly 600 for the 
last five years. Olmsted county was well along toward a good settlement in 1860 
and had nearly 10,000 people. It doubled in the next ten years, reached 21,543 
by 1880, lost about a thousand by 1885 and lost 700 more in the next five years, 
then started a new growth and gained about 2,500 by 1895, gained nearly another 
thousand by 1900 and lost over 700 since 1900. LeSueur county had a population 
in 1865 of nearly 8,000 and in fifteen years had doubled the same. It reached 
20,915 in 1895, decreased to 20,234 in i900 and made a slight gain the past five 
years. Rice county, which had nearly 11,000 in 1865, almost doubled its popula- 
tion by 1875 and went to nearly 25,000 by 1885. This was its maximum. It 
decreased about a thousand in the next five years, and then came the reaction and 
the new era of development, for it gained nearly 3,000 by 1895, lost 800 in the fol- 
lowing five years, and made a slight gain during the past five years. In 1860 
Wabaslia county nad over 7,000 and by 1880 had 18,206 decreased a few hundred 
in the next five years and lost about a thousand from 1885 to 1890, lost a few hun- 
dred from 1890 to 1895, then came the population tide that swept the population 
toward the high water mark by over 2 300, but for the last five years the county 
has showed a slight decrease. The county of Winona, which is in the decrease 
list, has had the lumbering interests at Winona as a governing factor to a large 
extent in years past. The county had about 10,000 in 1860, more than doubled 
in ten years, had a steady growth to 1875 when the population reached 27,385. 
In the next five years there was a small decrease, and from 1880 to 1895 it increased 
to 37,134. It decreased about 1,400 in the next five years and made a slight in- 
crease in the last five. 

Goodhue was a county of about 9 000 in 1860 and in 1870 had over 22,000, 
went to over 32 000 in 1895 and then decreased over a thousand from 1895 to 
1900 and showed a slight gain of over 500 in the last five years. 

Such is a history in brief of the population of the counties in the state which 
have shown a decrease in the last five and ten years. The heavy movement toward 
the central western and central northern and northwestern counties in the early 
eighties no doubt was one of the factors in arresting the development of many of 
the old-settled counties. The statistics given, it must be remembered, are for 
that part of the state which began to be settled about the time the state was 
admitted into the Union. 

There are many more of the old-settled counties in the southern part of the 
state which will teU almost the same story, though there are a few which nave never 
slumped in their population, which have steadilj^ increased, but have about reached 
the maximum under present conditions governing the cultivation of the soil and 
ownership of the land. The counties in the southwestern part of the state are 
much newer in settlement, and have been gaining steadily, out with no particu- 
larly rapid strides in late years. Jackson started in 1870 with about 2,000 and 
trebled its population in fifteen years. It has grown steadily ever since, but has

Th(! total increase in the population of the above list of counties for the past 
five ycjars amounts to 97,720, or 42.8 per cent of the entire increase for the state 
during the five veAre. The combined increase of the population for the three 
large citicjj and Hennepin and Ramsey counties for the last five years is 112,215 
or almost half of the increase in the population of the state. Leaving out the in- 
creaw; in population in the three large cities, including Hennepin and Ramsey 
counti(*^, the increase in the group of northern Minnesota counties is about eighty- 
four p(»r c(jnt of the entire increase of the state. 

Of th(; counties in the above list Kittson, Roseau, Marshall, Polk, Red Lake 
Noniian, ('laj^, Becker, Wilkin and Otter Tail belong to the western part of the 
northern portion of the state, most of the territor>' being in the Red River valley 
and m;ction of the state tributary thereto. The remainder of the counties in the 
gn>up b(«long for the most part to the timber area of the state, much of which has 
been cut over, and is now being rapidly settled and developed. 

The; heavy increase in Red Lake county has been occasioned by the opening 
of a tM)rtion of the Red Lake Indian Reservation. As stated elsewhere in tnis re- 
iK)rt several townships belonging to the Reservation were recently annexed to Red 
Lake county, and the population of the Reservation townships annexed amounts, 
acconling to the prtjsent census, to over 1,500. 

Iios(^au, one of the extreme northern counties of the state, was organized from 
a part of Kittson county in 1895. The state census of ten years ago gave returns 
from nine organized and fourteen unorganized townships in that county while^the 
f)reHent census shows returns from twenty-eight organized and thirteen unor- 
ganized townships, the census for every township in the county having been secured 
this year. 

Tne counties of Nonnan and Hecker have been given an enumeration of White 
lOarth R(»8ervation Indians belonging to those counties and which were never in 
jirevious eensusc^s cnnlited to them. This will account for the heavy increase in 
IK)pulation in those counties the last five years. 

The oombiiunl inert^ase in the population of Beltrami and Clearwater counties 
for the five years j>ast has been 9,521, the actual increase in the territory compris- 
ing (Mearwater eoimty having been 2,449. 

C^iuss county has developed and increased at a rapid rate. Census returns 
this year show seventeen organized and forty-thrt^e unorganized townships against 
thirteen unorganized townships ten years ago. Today there are six villages in 
the count V, the village of Ctiss Lake with 1,062 inhabitants and 703 inhabi- 
tants in \\\v township in which the village is located, showing a heavy settle- 
ment in that section of the county. The census table for that county will 
show a nipid gnuvth in most parts of the county. 

Aitkin county has incn".ustHi 82.(5 jxt cent the last ten years, and made an 
incn\i,»*e of 2,794 or about forty-one |^ht cent in the past five years. Crow Wing, 
l*ino, Carlton and Kanabec, in the eentnU eastern and north-eastern parts of the 
state have made substantial gmwths in recent years, and yet, as has been said 
bofort\ none of the northern counties have cast aside their "knee pants'* as yet 
and are still hi their infancy. 
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Most of the central western and southwestern counties made a good show- 
ing in growth in population in the last ten years. Murray county, one of the 
southwestern counties, made during that period an increase of 25.7 per cent. 
The total increase in six counties in southwestern Minnesota for the last five 
years has been as follows:

The total net increase in population for the southwestern counties in the past 
five years amounts to 4,762. 

Of the group of central western counties Stevens county made the best gain 
in the last ten years, showing a growth of 42.4 per cent. Big Stone made a growth 
of 26.7 per cent; Traverse, 31.6; Yellow Medicine, 26.3, and Chippewa, 23.6. The 
growth for the remainder of the counties was much lower. The increase in pop- 
ulation for this group of counties for the last five years has been as follows:

The total increase for this group of counties amounts to 11,478. 

The group of southern counties or that part of the state south of Washing- 
ton, Ramsey, Hennepin, Wright and Meeker counties and east of Renville, Red- 
wood, Murray and Nobles counties tells a different story. We have in this group 
twelve counties which have decreased in population the last five years and 
fourteen which have increased to a greater or less extent. The total decrease in 
population in the twelve counties amounts to 7,449, while the increase in the 
balance of the counties amounts to 5,542, leaving a net decrease in this part of 
the state of 1,907. 

The remaining counties in the state which have not been included in the classi- 
fication or groups are Sherburne, Wright, Anoka, Isanti, Chisago and Washing- 
ton. These counties show an increase of 5,225 in the last five years. The total 
increase in the state south of a line running east and west through the state south 
of Washington, Ramsey, Hennepin, Wright, Meeker, Kandiyohi, Chippewa and 
Lac q^ui Parle counties is 4,491. To this increase add the increase made by the 
counties of Hennepin and Ramsey, including Minneapolis and St. Paul, and the 
city of Duluth and there still remains an increase of 112,215 which must be 
credited to the northern, the central western and southwestern counties and 
the coimties of Washington, Chisago, Isanti, Sherburne, Wright and Anoka.

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Urban and Rural Population. 



The total number of peqple residing in citifa ami villagos in Minnesota a 
ing to the present census ia 1,048,922, or fifty-three per cent of the entire pop- 
ulation of tne state. Ten years ago the urban population of the state was 741,- 
184, or about forty-e^ht per cent of the population of the whole state at that 
time. Ten years ago the popiUatioo of Minneapolis, St, Paul and Duluth was 
fifty-three per cent of the urban pouplation of the state, while the figures of the 

' present census show the three big cities to have yielded a trifle in the urban 
growth for the smaller cities of the state, the population of the three cities this 
ye&r being about half of the urban population of the state. The increase in 
urban population of the state has been thirty-eight per cent in the last ten years 
while ruial population has made an increase of onl;^ 14.6 per cent. Ten yeara 
ago there were 360 oitieB and villages in the state, while the census this year suowa 
returns from 810 cities and villages, aa increase of 244 cities and villages in the 
last decade. These cities and villa^ges have sprung up all over the state, almost 
ail counties showing a few new villages in the last ten years, Hailroad construc- 
tion and the natural desires of man to traffic, together with the powerful forces of 
industry and conunerce have created the new marts. In many of the older set- 
tled portions of the state are to be found many new villages. 

BMwood county can show ten such villages since the last state census^ Mar- 
tin county, seven, Mower, six; Murray, five; Freeborn, 4; Lyon, and Lmcoln, 
loTJT each; Nonnan, four; Kandiyohi, four; Swift, four; Steams, seven; Kittson, 
Mx;Blue Earth, five; Nobles, nine; Otter Tail, eight; Clay, wx; Dakota, four; Wil- 
kin, five. These are some of the highest increases in the growth of villagea, but 

I many other counties make a good showing in the urban growth. In northern 

Minnesota there have been many new vill^es, but in new territory which has 
been developed from the virgin soil. In Beltrami, Clearwater, Cass and Itaaca 

I eountiea twenty-seven cities and villages have grown up in the last ten yeara, 

where in these counties at (he time of the state census of 1895 there were only 
two villages. The combined population of the twenty-eight dties i ' *" — "^ 

f " amounts to 14,221, showing a great development. 

There are according to the present census 137 cities and villages in the etatlj 
'having a population of 1.000 and over, and 114 villages having a population,^ 
between 500 and 1,000, There are fiftv-nine cities and villages having a popula^ 
tion of 2,000 and over. Of this number Mixinciipoiis, St, Paul, Duluth, Winona, 
Stillwater, Mankato, St, Cloud, Faribault. Rod Wing, Brainerd, and Rochester 
faave maintained the same rank in the order named for the last ten yeare. Fit- 
teen cities and villages out of the fifty-nine huve maintained the same rank for 
the la.st five years.

Crow Wing and Dakota counties ehow an urban population of over —_ 
the population of the coucty. Scott, Steele, Blue Earth, 01niat«d, Itrowii, Wabaslia, 
Lvon, Mower, Wilkin, Big Stone, Nobles, Nicollet, Hubbard and Goodhue show 
alarge per cent of urban populaUon. In such counties aa Hubbaid, Cniw Wing 
and Carlton the high per cent of urban population is accounted for because 
those counties are new in settlement, and in the county of Crow Wing the popu- 
lation of the city of Bnunerd is nearly half the entire population of the oouiity. 
In Carlton county the city of Cloquet is forty per cent of the population of tne 
whole county, while in Hubbard county the villages of Park Rapids and Akelejr 
will make about. a tbiid of the population of the entire county. In Dakota county 
the packing and live stock industry at South St Paul swells the urban popula- 
tion. In the other counties having a high percentage of urban population it 
will be found that there are many small dtiee and viilagea as a rule. 

The counties of Isanti, Kanabec and Roseau have the amaUest percentage of 
urban population of any counties in the state. In Isanti county the urban popu- 
lation IS about twelve per cent, in Kanabec the urban is about a sixth of the 
whole population, while ui Roseau county the village population is only about 
twelve per cent. The population in cities and vil&ges is generally about one- 
quarter to a third of the entire population of a county. There are thirty-foui 
DOUnties where the rural population has remaned practically stationarv or luw 
decreased in the last ten years and the population of the cities and vilj^ages hae 
sained. These counties arc Carver, Sherburne, Renville. Pope, Traverse, Becker, 
Mg Stone, Blue Earth, Brown, Dakota, Faribault. Fillmore, £>odge, Fre^wm, 
'Goodhue. Houston, Le Seuur, McLeod^ Meeker, Mpwer, Nicollet, Olnisteod, Rice, 
Bock, Scott, Sibley, Steams, Steele Swift, Wabasha, Waseca, Washington, Winonfti 
Bid Wright. 

The balance of the counties in the state showed an Increase of both the urban 
and rural population, as the table presented above will indicate. 

Of the counties which have decreased the last ten years the following is a 
^rd of the rural and urban growth which may be interesting: In most of the 



IS the loss was in the rural communities and not in the cities and villages. In 
Waaeca county the loss in rural population was 1.193, while there was a very soiall 
gain in the urban population, but 113 in the ten years. In Sibley county the de- 
crease for the whole county was eighty>twa, and yet the rural districts of that 
county decreased 766 while the villages' gtuned 684, a net loss to the county of 
eighty-two. Goodhue county lost about 2,000 in rural population, while the gain 
in the cities and villa^ was not enough to make up for the loss. Houston county 
lost nearly 2,000 in its country distncts, while the urban gain was nearly 1,851. 
Winona county lost about 3,t)00 in its rural population, and the gain in urfoan 
growth was only about half that number. Le Sueur county lost about 1.500 in 
rural population and gained about a thousand in its urban. Fillmore county lost 
3,567 in rural, and gained over 2,000 in urban. Rice county lost over 1,700 in 
rural and gained over a thousand in urban. Blue Earth lost about 3,000 is 
its rural and gained about 2.000 in urban. 

Rural Growth in Newer Counties. 

In the northern Minnesota counties the country is so undeveloped as yet that 

I it is almost impracticable to make any separation of the urban and rural popu- 

I lation. This classificationof population isofnoreal valueexceptinoldsettledcouii- 

\ tiea where most of the land is pretty well settled. Nevertheless it is proper to 

' "parate the inhabitants living in cities and villages from the so-called rural in- 

__ibitant8 in the northern counties for purposes of more definite inform*- 

' tion as to growth. In Crow Wing county the growth of rural population 

' the last ten yeara has been about eightv per cent, Aitkin county over 100 per cent, 

Benton, fifty. Carlton has doubled this class of inhabitants, Hubbard's growth 

I has been over 300 per cent, Kanabec over 130 per cent, Roseau 300 per cent, Todd 

and Wadena thirty per cent; Ifittson fifty; Mule Lacs county has doubled, Moiv 

rison county shows an increase of about one-third. Otter Tail a little better 

than ten per cent. Clay about the same; Pine county has doubled, CaM 

shows a growth of 130 per cent, Polk (including Red Lake county) about thirteen. 

per cent, Itasca county has increased its rural population in the last ten years 

nearly 2,000 or a gain of about fifly per cent. In the counties of Beltrami and

Clearwater there has been a growth of 7,000 in villages in ten years, and the 
growth outside of the villages has been from less than a thousand to over 12,000. 
Counties in the southwestern and central western portions of the state that 
have shown a rural growth of over a thousand are Douglas, Lac qui Parle, 
Stevens Jackson, Lyon, Murray and Martin; Yellow Medicine county shows a rural 
growth of over 3.000 and Redwood county does still better. Many other counties 
nave increased tneir rural population between 500d an a thousand in the same 
period. An examination of the table will tell many stories of growth by 
coimties. Isanti county passed the 1,500 mark, and several other counties came 
very nearly making the 1,000 mark in increase of the rural class of inhabitants. 

Townships. 

The present census includes the enumeration of 1,638 organized townships 
and 333 imorganized as against 1,493 organized and 241 unorganized townships 
ten years ago, an increase of 145 organized and ninety-two imorganized townships 

The enumeration this year did not include certain townships in St. Louis and 
Itacsa counties which were returned five and ten years ago. In St. Louis coim- 
ty in 1895 seven townships not returned this year showed a population of nine- 
tnree, while in the census of ten years ago 679 inhabitants were returned from 
territory not separated by civil divisions because of the unsettled condition of 
the county. In the same county in 1900 eight townships not included in pres- 
ent census were returned with forty inhabitants. In the county of Itasca there 
were twelve townships not returned this year that were returned with 117 in- 
habitants in 1895. in the same coimty nve years ago the government census 
made returns from eight townships with a population of 264 wnich were not enu- 
merated this year. Much of the territory of these counties has been the field 
of operations for the Imnbermen and loggers, and as timber is cut logging outfits 
are removed to other sections. 
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Historical 



The territorial census of 1849 gave Minnesota a population of 4,057. The 
next census was that taken by the government in 1850 and gave the population 
of Minnesota by coimties, there being nine counties which were returned 
as follows:

There was a second territorial census taken in 1857, which gave the state a 
pojjulation of 150,037. The first state census was that of 1865, for which consti- 
tutional provision was made and also for the taking of a state census every tenth 
year thereafter. 

The nine counties given in the table showing the census for 1850 comprised 
the entire territory of Minnesota. The county of Mankahta, contained but two 
civil divisions, Fort Gaines (afterwards called Ripley) and Gull River. These 
were the only precincts in that county where there were any inhabitants of any 
consequence to enumerate There were 117 males and 26 females at Fort Gaines 
and 13 males and two females in Gull River district in 1850. The census returns 
for improved and unimproved farms in Minnesota that year were as follows:

In 1850 there were in Minnesota 1,612 native bom, 1,305 foreign bom, while 
776 were bom in the territory. The map of Minnesota at that time was a very 
strange looking one compared with the map of the state today. Wabasha county 
comprised all of the territory south of a line drawn across the state at a point 
where St. Charles, Winona county, is located. Ramsey and Washington counties 
extended north quite a distance above Mille Lacs lake. Dakota extended west 
across the territory to the western limits, being directly north of Wabasha county. 
The northern limit of Dakota county was at a point about midway between par- 
allels 45 and 46. Benton county was bounded on the west and north by the Miss- 
issippi river. North of Dakota county came the county of Wahnata, and imme- 
diately north of Wahnata was Mankahta county, the northern boundaryiofjwhich 
was parallel 47. Pembina county joined Mankahta on the north and extended 
to the Canadian boundary line, and east to about the present western limit of 



Itasca county, the tine being afterwards moved some diatance fmiher east. Itaaea 
was the balance of the state, being all the territory east of Pembina and north 
of the counties of Ramsey and Waahingtou. lu 1855 another map of the terii-J 
tory was published which showed many changes. Chisago oounty had been oi^^l 
^uized from the northern part of Washington tMunty, Ramsey and BentOft 
counties remained about the «anie. Hennepin was created from the eastern part 
of Dakota coimty and the remainder of Dakota county and Wahnata and Man- 
kohta counties were created into other counties. Pembina county extended its 
aouthem boundary down to what was tho northern limit of Dakota county, thus 
absorbing parts of Mankahta and Wahnata counties. Cass county was created^ 
out of part of Pembina, Mankahta and Wahnata counties and extended ae fat 
south as the lower boundary of Pembina county. The county extended wa^ 
from the Mississippi river about seventy miles. Immediately south of Cass countn 
was Herce, Nicollet, Sibley and Hennepin. South of the Minnesota river weMi 
the new counties of Dakota and Goodhue. Between the latter county and the" 
Iowa line were the counties of Wabasha and Fillmore. West of Fiilmor 
Rice, Scott and LeSueur counties were located between the Minnesota river and 
Rice county and the retnainder of the state was called Blue Earth county, which 
comprised the territory south of Perabina and west of Minnesota river. By 1860, 
the map of the state began to look much like the present map. I^e, Cook and 
St. Louis coimtiea had been organized and the county of Polk and sevejal newly 
created western counties reduced the area of Casa and Pembina twunties. Two 
tieis of Bouthem Minnesota counties adjoining the Iowa line had been completed 
and the homeseeki-rs were getting the state in readiness for the modem map maker, j 
In 1^60 the census showed 2,3(>9 inhabitants of "niLxed white and IndiaaJ 
blood" and there were 93,184 males and 78,939 females. 



Population Per Square Mile. 



There are in Minnesota about 79,205 square miles of land surface. The pops 
lation per square mile In 1890 was 16.4 inhabitants, in 1895, 20; in 19^ 
22.1, and according to the present cetisus it is 25 per square mile. At this n 
h will require many generations of growth and a great influx of Bettlers to e 
b^n to populate the state to the density of many of the countries of the oloi! 
VOrid whtch have furnished so many thousands of emigrants for Minnesota. 
1871 twenty-five distrieta in Sweden had an average population of 575 per squt 
tnUe. According to the census of 1891 the population of the ahirea or counties ii 
England ranged from 135 to as high as 802 to the square mile, the average beinsA 
about 300, According to the census of the same year the population of the French 
provinces ranged from as low as forty-siK in the Alpine region to 360 in the rural 
provinces. Bavaria has a population of 200 to the square mile, while Bohemia 
lliia 300. The provinces of Slavonia and Croatia in Austria have a population 
alew thousand more than the present population of Minnesota and yet the combined 
Uiee, of those provinces is only 16,773 square miles. If Minnesota was populated 
as densely aa Slavonia and Croatia there would be over 10,000,000 population. 
On the basis of 200 persona to the square mile, which is a low European aver- 
' Me, Mitmeaota would have 16,000,000 people at the present time. The old-eet- 
Hed counties of Minnesota are still sparsely settled. Cass has but four persons 
to the square mile at the present time. On the basis of 200 persona to the '] 
BquaiG mile that county would have a. population of over half a million. On the \ 
Btiae basis Itasca county should have a millon or more, and Beltrami and Cleai^ i 
ivater counties which we think have grown wonderfully the last five and ten years^ 
have the same area as Itasca and would have the same population if there werep 
SOO persons to each square mile of land area. Pine county would have nearly] 
300,000, Morrison, 240,000; Mille Lacs, 140,000; Cariton, 175,000; Otter Tail, 500,- 
OOD; St. Louis county over a million, while Fillmore would have 175,000; Meeker,.! 
126,000; Carver, 75,000; Dakota, 120,000; Anoka 85,000; and Isanti about the^ 

These statements may he somewhat foreign to this report, but are worthy of .' 
notice in this connection as showing the possible, if not probable, population of i 
Minnesota in years to come.

The tabled 
eoows Uie number of persona horn in the United States outside of Minnesotu, h^ 
reconl o£ all Minnesota-born being kept separately by civil divisions. Data aa tu^ 
foreign bitth is shown by countnea in reRular order, including Gennany, Sweden_; 
Norway, Canada, Ireland, Denmark ana England, these nationalities leading ~ 
in their order iu most of the counties of the state. For the baJajiee of the nation — 
aJities given in the tables there is no regularity in the tabulation, which is mode^ 
to conform to the nationalities predominating in the counties. The four leading*^ 
nationalities in their order are Swedes, Gernians, Norwegians and Canadians. - 
The Finns rank fifth in order of population, there being 19,847 of this nationality ~ 
, in the state, 12,07P being found in St. Louis countv, 1,730 in Carlton, 1,054 in -i 
Otter Tail, 882 in Hennepin and 609 in Wadena county. There are 126,283 Swedes, . 
U9,868 qermans, 111,611 -Vorwegiana, 47,211 Canadiana. The Iriah-bom num — 
ber 19,531, a little leas than the Finns. Denmark ranks seventh in population, . 
having 10,266, while the Austriana rank eiehth with 14,403, and England comes ' 
ninth with 11,598. The Irish, Danea and English are found in every county in j 
the state. The Atistriana _ar« found in 51 counties, and the Finns in 52 counties. . 
The RussianH, Bohemians and Polandera rank tenth, eleventh and twelfth respect — 
ivelv in population. The Ruasians numb'er 8,835, and are found in 73 counties i 
of the state. The Bohemians number 8,403, and are found in all but five counties. - 
The Polanders number 7,8S1, and are found in 67 counties of the state. Scotland . 
ranks thirteenth in order of population, and there are 4,651 of this nationality.

Of ; the three large coimlieB, Dodge county has tlie largest number of peojile 
*ioiTi io Switzerland, the total number being 173, a decrease of seventy-five in 
t-lio last five yeare. Washington county has Beventy-nine and Wabasha county 
Seventy-eight Swiss, while Stearns has seventy-five. AD three counties show a

The people born in Sweden, now residing in Minnesota, constitute 6.89 per 
cent of the state's total population. The Gemiany-bom constitute 6.05 per cent 
of the total population; the Norway-bom 5.64 per cent, and the Canada-bom, 
2.4 per cent. In twenty-nine counties of the state the Norwegian-bom citizens 
constitute the largest element of the foreign -bom population. The Germany 
bom lead in twenty-ei§ht counties and the Sweden-bom in twenty-five counties. 
Naturally the larger gams of all nationalities are in the three large counties of the 
state, where the three leading peoples have made the following gains in the past 
five years: 

Hennepin county gained 5,880 Sweden bom, 3,586 Norway bom, 1,700 Ger- 
many bom; Ramsey county gained 2,900 Germany bom, 2,102 Sweden bom, 1,396 
Norway bom; St. Louis county gained 3,097 Sweden bom and 2,240 Norway bom. 

Olmsted county has. the smallest percentage of foreign bom and Lake county 
the largest. 

The following are the counties in which foreign bom are less than twenty per 
cent of total: Olmsted, 15.1; Dodge, 16.6; Hubbard, 17.2; Faribault, 18.4; Steams, 
18.6; Todd, 18.7; Cass, 18.8; Le Sueur, 18.9; Pipestone, 19.2; Rice, 19.3. The fol- 
lowing are the counties in which foreign bom are over thirty per cent of total popu- 
lation: Lake county, 50; St. Louis, 47; Kittson, 41.8; Carlton, 41.1; Cook, 40.6; 
Roseau, 37.1; Isanti, 38.4; Marshall, 36.8; Kanabec, 34.9; Chisago, 34.9; Itasca, 
34.7; Clearwater, 34; Pine, 33.9; Polk, 32.4; Clay, 30.6; Kandiyohi; 31.4; Aitkin, 
30.9.

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OCCUPATION. 



Tables Nos. 16 and 17, showing statistics as to occupation, and recapitulation of 
the entire state, are the results of such general classification, as the time and funds 
at the disposal of the census bureau would permit. Industrial statistics of this 
nature, to be complete, would call for a special occupation schedule for the enum- 
erators' use in field work, and the schedule would have called for facts and infor- 
mation of a special nature. To secure specific data of this character would neces- 
sitate considerable expense, both in the work of the canvass, the tabulation of the 
dat^ and the publication of the report. 

The tables show the number of persons entered on the schedules as farmers, 
that is to say all persons engaged in agriculture, market gardening, stock raising, 
dairying, horticulture, etc. The number of persons entered under this class includes 
owners of land, renters and tenants. Records are made of all persons over sixteen 
years of age, employed at gainful occupations, either skilled or unskilled. Under 
the head of common laborers are incluaed all farm hands and persons engaged at 
common labor generally. Skilled labor includes all persons engaged in any oc- 
cupation, the handiwork of which calls for skill and a technical knowledge of the 
occupation followed. 

Separate returns are made of railroad employes, the tables showing, as far as 
the census schedules reveal, the number of persons employed by the railroads of 
the state. 

The statistics for lumbermen and woodsmen fall short of a correct statement 
of the actual number of persons engaged in this kind of labor. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that the lumber industry of the State has been rapidly declining 
the past few years, and hundreds of former lumbermen and woodsmen are now fol- 
lowing other occupations. . But a census taken as of date January 1st of any given 
year would make a vastly different showing, aijd the lumbermen and woodsmai 
would then include many hundreds who at other seasons of the year are engaged in 
occupations of an entirely different nature. 

Under the classification of clerks, agents and salesmen are included all persons 
engaged in work of a clerical nature, local and traveling salesmen, and agents gen- 
erally. 

Professional men include physicians, surgeons, dentists, clergymen, priests, 
journalists and persons engaged in literary pursuits, attorneys, judges, artists, 
school professors and superintendents, etc. 

Separate returns are given for liquor dealers and bartenders, but this data, like 
all other data, it must be remembered, is only approximately correct. 

The list of merchants, storekeepers, macninery dealers, etc., includes all persons 
engaged in mercantile pursuits, and also those who may not be actively engaged 
in business, but claim to be identified with, and related to, a' mercantile business 
of some character. 

A record was kept of all mineirs and mine workers, but there are only two coun- 
ties in the state where this class of laborers are found in any number, and these 
counties are St. Louis and Itasca. There were very slight scattering returns 
from many other counties, but not of sufficient importance to justify a complete 
tabulation. 

The list of teachers includes all teachers and instructors engaged in public, 
private and parochial schools of the state.
